Atterneys for Standard Oil W ill Make 
a Strong Fight. 
Chicago, March 7.— It has become 
ident 
that the 
attorneys 
for the 
Standard Oil compony of Indiana now 
on trial iii the federal court on indict­ 
ments 
for alleged 
violation 
of the 
Elkins act, are determined to m ake a 
rtrong light against the indictments 
proper. 
Tile day in court was marked 
by a continued succession of extended 
arguments in which the Standard Oil 
attorneys contended that the govern­ 
ment must prove certain facts alleged 
in the 
indictments or 
abandon its 
case 
The 
principal 
point upon 
which 
their attack centered was tile allega­ 
tion made in the indictments that the 
Elkins law was violated by shipments 
of oil made from Whiting. Ind., to St. 
Louis, Mo., over the Chicago and Al­ 
bin. 
Tt was asserted by the defense 
that the law could not have been vio­ 
lated In this m anner for the simple 
reason that the 
Chicago and Alton 
road does not extend to St. Louis, Mo., 
but term inates on tho opposite side of 
the river at East St. Louis, 111. They 
assert 
That 
the tariff 
sheets 
pub­ 
lished by the Alton road did not con­ 
tain a joint through rate to St. Ixmis, 
saving that the rate between E ast St. 
Louis and St. Louis was that of the 
Wiggins 
Ferry company. 
They 
ob­ 
jected on this ground to the introduc­ 
tion of tile Alton tariff sheets. 
Judge Landis ruled, however, that 
the ferry company tariff sheets m ight 
be admitted as evidence, as they had 
been filed 
with the interstate 
com­ 
merce commission by the Chicago and 
Alton railroad, and that the W iggins 
Ferry company had never objected to 
the filing of its sheets with the com­ 
mission by the railroad company nor 
had it objected 
at any time 
to the 
rates given. 
F. S. Hollans, 
an employe 
of the 
freight departm ent of the Alton road, 
was on the stand for almost the entire 
day. 
His evidence related almost ex­ 
clusively to uninteresting details re­ 
garding the publications and issuance 
of the tariff sheets.

Danville, 111., March 7.—The trial of 
Will 
J. Davis, 
charged with 
man­ 
slaughter on account of the fire in the 
Iroquois theater at Chicago In 1903, 
is now at a standstill so far as evi­ 
dence is concerned. The case promises 
to be tied up in the courts indefinite­ 
ly on legal points, and may be carried 
to the supreme court before tile trial 
itself can go on. 
The witnesses have 
been released and 
have returned to 
Chicago subject to further notice. 
W hen the prosecution had finished 
its statem ent to the jury the defense 
waived the right of address tem porar­ 
ily. 
T he prosecution had scarcely begun 
to question the first witness when the 
dofense objected to the entire proceed­ 
ings and moved to have tile court di­ 
rect the prosecution to Introduce, first 
of all, the Chicago ordinance, the al­ 
leged violation of which resulted be­ 
fore the fire, caused the loss of life.
